The corpse wub quite cold when 


found. No direct evidence of suicide 
was visible, but the above letter tells 
the story. There were also letters to 
Mrs. 
Graves, wife of the doctor; to 


Jailor Crews, and an address to the 
public. That the prisoner bad long 
contemplated taking his own life is 
evident from the date of the latter- 
August y last. 


The letter addressed to Jailer Crews 


read as follows: 


August 25, 1893. 


It would keep a man liusy to follow Stevens 


and answer the lien which ho unblushlDgly ped- 
dles out to the papers One or two. however, 
needuttontion, uud are easily proven to he 
lies I was a member of the Massachusetts 
State Medical society also the Connecticut 
Medical society. I never made application to 
the lihotle Island State society for admission. 


My luwyertUmve full reports showing that I 


never wronged the estate of Mrs Barnaby, 
and that the estate now owes me money out- 
Bide of the legacy In the will. The public may 
see what I have to expect from tho villainous, 
cowardly falsehoods of Stevens. I can not ex- 
pend mure money light Ing him. I must take 
the only means to save it for my wife and dear, 
honored,-aged mother.

Afc is well known Dr. Graves was 


awaiting his second trial for the al- 
leged murder of Mrs. Josephine Barna- 
by, of 1'rovidence, who at the time of 
her death was visiting friends in Den- 
ver. 
She died,. April 19, 181)1. 
On 


April 19 she drank from a bottle of 
whisky that come by mail from lios- 
ton and that was labelled "Wish yovt 
li happy New Year. Please accepi this 
fine old whisky from your friends in 
the woods." The whisky contained a 
solution of arsenic. 


l)r Graves was accused of sending 


the bottle, and after one of the most 
famous trials in the criminal annals of 
this country, was convicted of murder 
in the first decree and was sentenced 
to be hanged. 
The supreme court 


granted him a new trial, which was to 
have been begun the latter part of 
this month. 


"It's a clear case of suicide," said 


Coroner Chiviugton, while srtting iu 
the cell of the dead man yesterday 
morning. 


Deputy Warden Shire nodded and the 


coroner opened a letter addressed to 
him by the doctor* 
It was dated 


August 9, and after requesting that no 
autopsy be held informed the coroner 
that he could find the cause of his 
death as follows: "Died of persecu- 
tion, worn out ond exhaused." The 
letter was found among a dozen others 
addressed to various persons in a bun- 
dle of manuscript in the doctor's 
satchel which stood near the head of 
his cot. 


One of the letters was addressed to 


John W. Bridges, the "trusty" who 
discovered the doctor dead in his cell. 
Thorough search of the call had been 
made before the letters had been 
brought to light. A pile of books and 
magazines that stood on the little ta- 
ble and his clothing were searched, 
but nothing was found that would ex- 
plain the suicide until the satchel was 
lifted and the letters found under it. 
The doctor left everything to the 
widow before he died. He lay on his 
right side in a posture he usually as- 
sumed after retiring. There was a 
Blight froth on his lips, which might 
just as easily have come from natural 
causes as from poison. There were 
fresh pears and peaches on his table, 
the gift of his wife on her last vist. 


Capt. Crews, the jailer, was the last 


person to see Dr. Graves alive, accord- 
ing to statements made to the coroner. 
He passed the cell at 2 o'clock yester- 
day morning and then the unfortunate 
man appeared all right. For some 
time past, however, he has been look- 
ing pale, though he did not complain of 
being ill. 


About a week ago Dr. Dnlin, the 


county physician, remarked about his 
paleness and asked him if he did not 
think a little iron would do him good. 
He 
replied: 
"To the dogs with 


physic." 


A "trusty" prisoner named Bridges 


who waited on the doctor said that Dr. 
Graves had not complained to him re- 
cently, nor hod he appeared to be cost 
down by the action of the county 
commissioners Saturday in granting 
the appropriation to pay the expenses 
of eastern witnesses! for the prosecu- 
tion. He however must hav» been 
troubled by thta action, and this is 
supposed to be one of the reasons why 
he decided to kill himself. 


It was stated in the proceedings of 


the county commissioners that no 
action was taken on the request of the 
doctor that the county pay the expen- 
ses of his eastern witnesses. It is now 
learned that no formal request was 
ever made for such assistance to the 
county board, and this is the reason 
why no action waa taken. 


The coroner was notified of the doc- 


tor's death shortly after he was found. 
Coroner Chivlngton did not arrive at 
the jail, however, until about noon. 


[e was accompanied by his deputy, 
Ir. Nichols. Deputy Warden Shire

was dated August 9. The date named 
was only a short time after Sheriff

Just be- 
fore Mr. Twombly 'a return the doctor, 
in an interview, exhibited symptoms of 
being disturbed over the result of Mr. 
Twombly's trip 
He said in the Inter- 


view that he believed the prosecution 
would bring here a lot of witnesses to 
Blander him, and he said it would be 
only fair for the county board to pay 
the expenses 61 his witnesses if they 
paid the expenses of witnesses for the 
prosecution. 


Mrs. Graves, wife of the doctor, was 


informed of her husband's death short- 
ly before noon. She was at the house 
of Attorney Macon, who has so ably 
defended her husband, where she has 
been stopping for some time past. Tho 
poor woman was deeply affected by the 
news and for a time nobody could com- 
fort her. The absence of Macon, who 
is in Canon City, was much regretted. 


Mrs. 
Macon did what she could for 


the afflicted woman, and Mrs. Graves 
finally regained her composure and ex- 
pressed a wish to see her husband's 
remains. 


Accompanied by Mrs. Macon she 


hurried to the jail only to find that the 
body had been taken to the coroner's 
office. The news of the removal of the 
remains caused another affecting scene, 
and the poor woman sat in a daze for 
some time. Then t,he was led to the 
apartments of Jailor Crews where she 
remained for some time moaning and 
crying. 


Later Mrs. Graves returned to Judge 


Maeon's home without going to the 
coroner's office. Among other letters 
left by the doctor was one directed to 
his wife, a very lengthy one and an- 
other addressed to the public. 
The 


coroner refuses to make the contents 
of the letter known until he has read 
it. Just now the lady is too muob 
•prostrated to be seen.

St. Lovis, Sept 4.—A cloudless iky, a 


cool, refreshing breeze, a perfect Sep- 
tember day and the interest inspired 
by the two great Sunday-school con- 
ventions served to make the Columbus 
autumnal festival of the St. Louis Sun- 
day-schools at the fair grounds Satur- 
day more than a success—it was a tri- 
umph. 


The festival was tho culmination of 


the great International Sunday-school 
convention programme that has been 
executed in St. Louis during the past 
week. It began with a parade of schol- 
ars of Sunday-schools of St. Louis and 
vicinity on Lucas place in the fore- 
noon, the parade being reviewed by 
distinguished 
visitors and citizens 


at Seventeenth street, and after the 
parade 
had 
reached 
Fourteenth 


street 
the 
procession 
disbanded 


and the1 participants therein, with 
other persons, 
found 
their way 


to the fair grounds, where a varied pro- 
gramme was carried out. A counter- 
part of the tabernacle In the wilder- 
ness was erected and a short service 
conducted therein; the Seventh Inter- 
national 
Sunday-school 
convention 


finished its deliberations and ad- 
journed; the grand St. Louis Sunday- 
school chorus rendered a choice pro- 
gramme of sacred song, and a series of 
athletic events and militia drills were 
presented in the amphitheater. The 
participants 'in the parade numbered 
about 6,000, and there were perhaps 75,- 
000 persons on the fair grounds during 
the day. 


The entire affair came to a close 


without serious accident and to the 
satisfaction of both participants and 
spectators. 
TOie Grand Ohorue at Sportsman's Park. 


It was the opinion of the majority of 


the executive committee before the 
transfer of the singers from the fair 
grounds to Sportsman's park and back 
again was decided upon, that the move 
would be a mistake, and that view 
can not now be revised. The vast con- 
course of people was divided into two 
almost equal bodies upon the fair 
grounds throughout the day, and the 
task of getting all the singers out of 
both masses was a virtual impossibil- 
ity. However, by sending Bafunno's 
band on a short tour from the center 
of the amphitheater around to the 
grand stand and thence back to the 
gate and Sportsman's park, a large 
concourse of singers, estimated 
by 


Prof. Lindsay at 7,000, were gathered 
up and led to the grand stand in the 
ball park. The movement was ac- 
complished 
quietly, 
however, and 


there were hundreds, perhaps thou- 
sands, who would have liked to have 
heard that concert who knew nothing 
of 
it until it was almost over. 


Then, too, there was no 
well- 


inatured 
system 
of 
moving 
the. 


crowds quickly, and every event was a 
little longer in starting, and consumed 
a little more time than had been 
counted on; dnd only those who con- 
sulted their programmes constantly, 
and looked out for the events they de- 
sired to witness and hear, got the 
fullest 
enjoyment out of the pro- 


gramme. 
Hence, although Baiunno 


played, Lindsay directed, and the 
grand chorus sang as well as they ever 
did, 
there were fewer people to enjoy 


their performance than at any previous 
concert. Moreover, the grand stand at 
Sportsman's park is not even as well 
adapted for such a purpose as the grand 
stand or even the ampitheater in the 
fair grounds, and its hollow roof, com- 
ing close to the heads of the chorus, 
seemed to pocket the sound and pre- 
vent it from reaching the audience as- 
sembled in front. Beside the singers 
there were perhaps 3,000 other Sunday- 
school attendants in the grand stand, 
and they gave no little assistance in 
the more familiar numbers.

IKDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept 4—The 


peace and quiet that characterises the 
usual Indianapolis sabbath were some- 
what ruthlessly disturbed yesterday aa 
he result of the incoming of veterans 
in advance of the National encamp, 
ment of the Grand Army of the Bepub- 
ic, which opens to-day. Every arriv- 
ng train was loaded down with strag- 
llng contingents from oae state or an- 
other, and the sidewalks of the princi- 
pal streets were thronged with wearers, 
of the blue. Only two organized dele- 
gations—the celebrated Prank P. Blair 
'ost, of St. Louis, which Is always first 
n the field, and a portion of the Massa- 
chusetts delegation—came in during 
he day. and these marched to their 
leadquarters with flying colors and to 
the stirring strains of martial music, 
with thousands of townspeople acting 
as impromptu escorts. Tliis morning 
;he rush will commence in earnest, 
and Gen. Carnahan, who is grand mar- 
shal of to-morrow's parade, figurtd 11 
up from his advanced reports Ias1 
night that he would have over 50,OQ< 
veterans in line. 


The authorities relaxed the rigor of 


the Sunday law yesterday as an ac- 
commodation to tho visitors. For the 
Irst time In a score of years the fronl 
doors of the saloons were opened with- 
out fear of molestation or espionage. 
Numerous clothing aad other stores 
did business until noon, while all the- 
aters, the doors of which have been 
closed tight on the Sabbath ever since 
;he incorporation of the city, gave per- 
formances last night. 


There was an unusual scene at the 


Tabernacle Presbyterian church ycs- 
»rdoy morning, and one in which ex- 
President Harrison, much to his sur- 
prise, was made a central figure. 
special patriotic service had been ur 
ranged for the delegates to the cou 
vention of Naval Veterans, over 100 o 
whom, headed by Bear-Admiral B. S 
3sl>orne, occupied seats in the body o 
;he edifice, flanked on either side by a 
delegation of the Mary A. Logan 
cadets, of Columbus, O. 


DIED AT HIS POST; 


A Train on the Frltoo Held Op and Bob- 


bed at Mound Valley, Kan. by 


Three DeaparadoM. 


ST. Louis, Sept. 4.—The Frisco rail- 


road was at 8:30 yesterday morning the 
victim of another successful attack by 
train robbers. The scene of the crime 
was Mound Valley, Kan., a point 
130 miles this side of Wichita. 


Tho messenger, Charles Chapman, 


whose home is at Joplin, Mo , but who 
had the run from Burrton to Kansas, 
was killed by the robbers as he made 
an attempt to flee from the car and 
thus balk them in their designs upon 
the property intrusted to the Wells 
Fargo Express Co. 


Three men were engaged in the rob- 


bery. They attacked the train as it 
stopped at Mound Valley and captured 
the engineer, John Tabor, of Spring* 
field; the baggageman, William Leit- 
wein, of Springfield; Luke Sills, the 
chair-car porter, and the fireman. The 
brakeman fled under the muzzle of a 
gun and escaped to his car, and Con- 
ductor Mills sought safety in the Pull- 
man sleeper, where he remained until 
all danger was over.

When tha Merrill tariff law 
waa enacted in 1861 there were compara- 
tively few mamitaotnran in the country, 
as the result of the free trade tariffs ot 
1846 and 1867, to contract with. By the 
enactment of a protective tariff, those 
statesmen ot that way of thinking created 
a condition which they ybelieved would 
invite the in vestment of capital icti mat- 
ntaoturing. They wen right. Manufact- 
ories sprang up at once, and continued 
to multiply and diversify until we oat- 
stripped every other nation aa a manu- 
facturing nation. 
Under these condi- 


tions faetonea oonlina«d to multiply until 
the Democratic party came into powef, 
when immediately tha brakes were ap- 
plied. Then an those who cannot un- 
derstand why the wheels ot industry did 
not continue to revolve after tbe Deiro- 
oratio victory. The reason ia obvious. 
The Democratic party came into power

the assassination.

Solomon Lewis and Simon Wade. The 
seven men who will escape the bullets 
of the executioner 
are 
Columbus 


Brown, Sam Jefferson, Joshua Cal 
Tin, 
Kingsbury 
Hawkins, 
Moses 


Williams, Bobert Cartes and Thomas 
McOee. 
The trial 
on these men 


occurred last June in the circuit court 
at Wilburton, Judge Halston presid 
ing. The case against them was prose- 
cuted by District Attorney 8. E. Lewis, 
and their conviction was certain from 
the opening day of the trial. They 
were sentenced to be shot July 7. 
Later the execution was stayed until 
August 4, and on that date they were 
again respited. 


The men are confined at Wilburton, 


a few miles from this place, and it is 
there the execution will take place. 


The Congressional Forecast. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 —The senate 


shows no disposition to shirk the re- 
sponsibility placed upon it by the house 
to pass the bill to repeal the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman silver law. 
Mr Voorhecs has given frequent notice 
that he will press the repeal bill at all 
times until it is disposed of. It is ex- 
pected that Mi Bale's proposition that 
the senate meet at 11 o'clock daily will 
be accepted, and thus gently and 
gradually, but firmly the pressure will 
be brought to bear upon the silver men 
who Bold out in the fight against re- 
peal 
If they are disposed to talk from 


this out they will be allowed to do ho, 
but whenever there is an intermission 
Senator Vorhees will probably be found 
persuasively sng-jrestinff p \ ot» on some 
amendment and all the time seeking 
to bring the question to a tlnal vote, 
the favorable issue of which he does not 
appear to doubt 
Formal announce- 


ment of speeches to be matli- have 
been given by Senators Cullom, Stew 
art and Mills, the first for to-day, Mr. 
Stewart for to-morrow and Mr. Mills 
for Wednesday. It is probable that 
Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, will ad- 
dress the senate on the silver question 
before the week expires. 


The house, instead of adopting the 


code of rules recommended by the com 
mittee on rules in one session, as it wai 
expected would be done, spent the 
whole of last -week after Monday in 
debate upon the committee's report 
without coming to any conclusion 
thereon 
Much of the opposition to the 


rules was puiely fictitious and was al- 
lowed with the belief tha't while thus 
engaged the house would at least be 
saved from doing any damage or any- 
thing which the country might regret
